He found the wire had been set wrong 
and by the time he adjusted it his partner 
had turned the corner of Leffingwell ave- 
nue. With a parting test Jarrett prepared 
to descend. He had reached the lower arm 
on the pole and attempted to sink the 
spur of his ‘“‘climbers” into the wood and 

free from the arm. So expertenced 

in pole-climbing that the same 
movement of the body that accompanied 
the clap of the spur againsi the pole took 
his arm and body from the cross-arm sup- 
ort. 
The spur did not catch. With one des- 
perate attempt to grab the pole the man 
tumbled to the pavement. He struck full 
on his head and lay motioniess without a 
groan It and the

As a nucleus for this movement, the New 
York and New Jersey Machinery Manufac- 
turers’ Association was organized on March 
14, with A. P. See as president; J. 8. Mundy, 
vice-president and C. K. Garvin, treasurer. 
From the officers of the association urgent 
pleas were sent out to manufacturers in 
this city. Brookiyn, Jersey City and New- 
ark, stating the demands made in Chicago 
by the strikers and the need of employers 
here uniting at once. It Was stated by an 
ofticer of the association that it would com- 
prise in its membership several hundred 
manufacturers, representing many millions 
of capital, 

Spec.al stress was luid on the démand of 
the machinists that the present employes 
who afe not union men be discharged and 
their places filled by union men. They also 
demand, said the officer, ‘“‘that a fixed 
minimum of wages and a nine-hour day 
be established. Men can be discharged only 
with the concurrence of the local walking 
delegate.”’ 

According to Delegate George H. Warner 
of the International Machinists’ Association 
the causes that have led to the strikes of 
machinists in Chicago will, if the Chicagp 
men win, precipitate strikes in all the large 
cities of the country, New York included, 
if the manufacturers do not accede to the 
demand for a nine-hour work day, which 
began in Chicago, and is to be made every- 
where. 

‘The machinists,” he said, have been 
working 10 hours a day up to the present. 
The work is very hard and exhausting, and 
eo the International Machinisis’ Assoc jiation 
determined-to demand a nine-nour day. We 
have absorbed nearly all the machinists’ 
unions in the country, and our membership 
is nearly double what it was a year ago. 
‘The Amalgamated Engineers’ Associatiqn 
has a good many machinists, but :hey work 
in harmony with us and wfil not work in 
shops that we may strike, 

‘We decided to begin the nine-hour movyve- 
ment in Chicagy, and then extend it to 
the other large cities—New York, Boston, 
Cincinnayi, Cleveland, Si.

Louls Calderon’s life paid for the love he 
bore for Carrie Norman, the divorced wife 
of Henry Glass, He died in the.

Calderon was stab’bed late Monday after- 
noon at the corner of Eleventh street and 
Franklin avenue. Glass had been divorced 
from his wife twelve years and Caideron 
had made his home with her. Glass saw 
Caideron kiss the child of Glass’ married 
daughter. This so enraged the old man 
that he attacked Calderon. 

At the first hour at which callers are ad- 
mitted to the wards of the City Hospital, 
Carrie Norman presented herseif to see tue 
wounded man. Their greeting was tender. 
The woman sat by the bedside held 
the bandaged hand between both of hers. 
Occasionaily ghe would smooth his brow 
‘and whisper to him. The man spoke but 
little, rather answering her with glances 
from the large dark eyes. 

Calderon Knew that he was going to die. 
When he felt the end near he asked the 
woman to go. She demurred, but he in- 
sisted. She moved from behind the screen 
surrounding the cot, but remained near un- 
til the physician told her he was uncon- 
acious. . 

Wednesday the body lay in the City Hos- 
pital dead house awaiting the Coroner's 
autopsy. It was unclaimed. 

Henry Glass is held by the police. The 
charge against him has been changed from 
assault to kill to murder.

Ruling of, the St. Louis Court Is Im- 
portant to Racing Men All Over 
the United States—Riley Gran- 
non’s Trouble Duplicated. 


The application of William I. Cassidy 
for an order restraining the St. Louis Fair 
Association and Robert Aull, Joseph A. 
Murphy and Charles CC. Maffitt, its Board 
of Stewards, from enforcing a ruling deny- 
ing him admission to its clubd-house and 
grounds during the season of 1899, was 
denied Wednesday by Judge John A. 
Talty. 

While the period to which the remedy 
sought for was applicable expired with the 
conclusion of the 1899 season, and the con- 
clusion of the court can have no effect be- 
tween the immediate parties beyond fix- 
ing the liability for the accrued costs 
on the petitioner Judge Talty’s decision 
is of great importance to racing men and 
lovers of the sport. It settles a question 
Which has been widely debated in racing 
circles, and indicates just how far the 
Board of Stewards of the Fair Association 
may go in the regulation of the racing on, 
and the attendance at, its course. 

Judge Talty’s position is that the defend- 
ant is not a public corporation in the 
sense that ali tne public nas an interest in 
it and tnat, after compiying with certain 
condit.ons, the purpose of waich is to save 
the person alliectea trom damage and 1|oss, 
it may exciude any patron from its 
grounds either before or alter he has pur- 
chased a ticket. An additional considera- 
tion which enters into the denial of the 
injunction is that the plaintiff nas an ade- 
quate remedy at law and may recover 
from the detendants any damage he has 
suffered. The court grows phuosophical 
over the petitioner's allegation that he wil 
suffer irreparab.e injury if the order ex- 
ciuding him from the defendants’ grounds 
is entoreced ana intimates that probably he 
wouid suffer more injury from ‘being ad- 
mitted than from being excluded. The 
court’s opinion in fui] follows: 

“Plaintul, on the 19th day of August, 1899, 
filed his bill alieging that the defendants, 
on the 12th day of August, 1899, wrongfuily 
ruled him off of the racing course and 
greunds of the defendant association, he 
having paid $# for the privi.ege of visit- 
ing its clubhouse, race track and grand 
Stand during the year 1899, and praying for 
an injunction restraining them from deny- 
Ing him admission to its clubhouse and 
grounds, and compelling them to revoke and 
annud the sald order. 

““At the hearin of the cause it was 
shown that rules known as 18 and 19 of 
the American Racing Rules of 1899 of the 
American Turf Congress, which provide, 
among other things, that any person who 
‘makes any bet with or on behalf of any 
jockey, unless on a horse he is riding, shall 
be ruled off’ by the officers of the Executive 
Committee, at the time in question were, 
and for a long time prior thereto had been, 
adopted by the defendant association and in 
force in conducting and earrying on its 
business under the act of 18%, incorporat- 
ing it: and evidence was adduced to show 
that plaintiff had knowledge of this at the 
time he paid the $50. 

“It was also shown that on or about Au- 
gust, 1899, in a horse race in which Parole 
ad’Or and Jimp were the principal contend- 
ing horses, plaintiff wagered $50 on the 
horse Jimp in behalf of a jockey named 
Houck, who was to, and did, ride Parole 
d’Or in the race, and that notice was g.v- 
en plaintiff to appear before the defendant 
association’s Executive Committee or Board 
of Stewards shortly thereafter, and that on 
a hearing he was found guilty of violating 
said rules, whereupon the action com- 
plained of by plaintiff was taken, 

‘Now, the very rule in question was held 
to be a yeasonable one by the New York 
Court of Appeals in the case of § Riley 
Grannan vs. the Westchester Racing As- 
sociation. Grannan contended that he had 
an absolute right to attend the races held 
by the association by virtue of a statute 
which provides: ‘That all the persons 
within the jurisdiction of this State shall 
be entitled to the full equal accommoda- 
tions, advantages, facilities and privileges 
of inns, restaurants, hotels, eating houses, 
batnhouses, barber shops, theaters, music 
halls, public convevances on land and 
water, and all other places of public ac- 
commodation or amusement, subject only 
to the conditions and Iimitations§ estab- 
ished bv law and anpniicable alike to all

CHIEF CAMPBELL ADVOCATES A 
CITY ORDINANCE. 


CHILDREN OBEY THE SIGNAL. 


Officers Elected by the Missouri 1nv1- 
sion of the Boys’ and Girls’ Na- 
tional Employment Society. 


At an adjourned meeting of the Missour! 
Division, Boys’ and Girls’ National Home 
and Employment Society, the following ot- 
filers were elected for one year: Rev. T. 
H. Hagerty, president; Rev. E. Tl. Mel‘ar- 
land, record.ng secretary; William Ran- 
doiph, recording secretary; S M. Kennard, 
treasurer. 

The following letter from Chief of Police 
Campbell was read: 


Gentlemen—I have noticed with very great 
ones the action of the M.ssouri division of 
be Boys’ and Giris’ National Home and km- 
ploymient Association, in planning for legisia- 
tion, State or municipal, with a view of reach- 
ing and reclaiming the negiected youth of the 
cities and lessening crime generally among 
youth. 

I regard the curfew reform as in the right 
direction, and have listened wiih deep interest 
to the signals since March 1 on whistles over 
manufacturing plants in various parts of the 
city. 

It affords me pleasure to be able 
that my police force concur fully with 
the promptness with which the curfew 
is obeyed by children anid youth all over 
city. . 

I alao noticed, in connectton with the reforms 
contemplated by vour association in elties and 
towns; laws providing for the imprisoumeat of 
youth apart from old and hardened criminals: 
also one for the return to their homes of al! 
truant and tramping boys or 
lieve they should le enacted 
with the curfew. There is no question of a 
vast amount of good being accomplished through 
their adoption by either the State Munici- 
pal Council. 

I do not think there should be 
taucy whatever ,in your committee 
fore the City Council laws that 
the presence in the city of the 
tramping classes of boys and alris am . 
aration of youths from adult criminals i 
would seem to be the proper thing to pass sueh 
ordinances as supplementary to the curfew re- 
form movement.

THAN A LABYRINTH. 


BUILT TO PREVENT ESCAPE.

sicians againet the diverting of the 
set aside for the building of a new City 
Hospital is based on the knowledge that 
the use of the present temporary hospital 
any longer than is absolutely necessary 
would be little short of a crime. 

The present City Hospital fs a fire trap. 

It is not a safe dwel.ing place for per- 
sons who have strength and health much 
less for the city’s sick. 

It shelters fw men and women. 

A breath of flame would put all these lives 
in peril. Of the 600, less than 50 would be 
able to make even an effort to escape in 
case of fire. 

Of this small number a few would reach 
the street. 


in a building Like that which is now being 
used as a City Hospital. 

The structure is honeycombed with the 
rottenness of age. It is so much kindiing 
wood surrounded by a shell of brick and 
mortar. It was erected years before such 
a thing as a fireproof building was known. 
But for the outer walls and the partitions 
it is constructed of wood throughout. This 
wood is dry as tinder and as inflammable. 

The building is constructed that a 
fire starting in any portion of it would 
spread with great rapidity. 

No person unacquainted with the build- 
ing has ever attempted to go through it 
alone without getting lost. 

Its labyrinthine halls were constructed 
for a purpose; the purpose of preventing 
escape. 

Its construction was suited to its former 
use as the Convent of the Sisters of the

movemen’s of a patient in Division 15, In 
case of fire, he wi.l gain a fair idea of the 
building’s construction. 

Suppose the fire to have started in the 
dressing or clinic room, in what might be 
called the hospitai’s natural fire shaft. 

The gat:ent in 15 would be cut off from 
escape to the east or north. If he knew 
the way he might get out by running across 
the ward to a hallway leading to the north 
end of the building, and then turn to the 
east and pass out to the main stairway 
Th.s sounds sim- 
pile, but to do it the frightened patient 
would have to pass threugh 11 doors and 
five rooms. If he found that egress by way 
of the main staircase was cut off he would 
have to pass through another hall, across 
a yvorch, through five more doors and down 
a narrow, Winding staircase. After reach- 
ing the first floor he wouid have to pass 
five more doors before reaching the outer 
air, and he would still be separated from 
the street by a high iron picket fence. 

This supposes that on.y one patient makes 
the rush for liberty. But on this second 
floor there are always more than 100 pa- 
tients, more than ha:f of them women. If 
these unfortunates made a simuttaneous at- 
tempt to get out of the building, in case of 
fire, they would crush and trampie the life 


reach them. 

The same condition prevails on the third 
floor. In the northwest corner of the build- 
ing on this floor is the ward where patients 
w.th contagious diseases are confined. The 
approaches to this part of the building are 
more involved than those in any other por- 
tion. Persons who know the buliding well 
are frequently confused when attempting 
to locate this division. 

Throughout the 
wide doorway or an unobstructed hallway. 
All the precautions possible to prevent @ 
fire in the hospital have been taken, but 
even the most rigid measures are a sorry 
preventive when they have for their object 
the protection of a pile of kindling wood, 

There is a fire alarm box in the building 
and in each division there is a push button 
to be used to notify the office in case of 
fire. Each hall is provided with a Babcock 
and a reel of hose, Ten fire escapes were 
recently placed on the buiiding. There are 
two of these on the north side, four on the 
west side. three on the east side and one 
on the south side. Even at that there are 
many wards which have no communication 
with these escapes. 

The main escape on thy east side is in- 
tended for the use of the doctors, whose 
sleeping apartment are in that portion of 
the building. It can be reached from only

The structure is a three-story one, with 
three wings, the main building fronting on 
Seventeenth street, between Pine and 
Chestnut streets. It contains 61 rooms and 
shelters dally nearly 700 persons, including 
the doctors and nurses. 

When a patient is taken to the hospital 
he 's removed from the reception room to 
a cot in one cf the wards. The route is so 
devious that he could not hope to retrace 
his steps if danger threatened. He has no 
opportunity to learn anything of the in- 
terior of the building. He sees only the 
four walis of the room in which he is con- 
fired, in company with other unfortunates. 
If he walked ten steps from the door of the 
division to which he is consigned he would 
be ‘hopelessly bewildered. 

There are doors and halls and stairways 
on every hand, but they are worse than 
useless. The doors are small and narrow.

The patients under obstrvation as to 
their mental condition are confined in a 
long, low, brick building, back of the main 
structure. They are kept in cells which 
are always locked and the only means of 
escape from the building are two small, 
heavily-barred doors. This building is not 
provided with any kind of fire apparatus.

WILL GO TO PARIS. 


PENNSYLVANIA’S GREAT TEAM. 


At the World’s Exposition They Will 
Be Ready to Hold Their Own 
Against All Comers. 


The ‘arrangements which the track com- 
mittee of the University of Pennsylvania 
are endeavoring to perfect to send a track 
team to represent the university in the 
English championships and in the Olymrian 
games at Paris are exciting much favor- 
able comment. ; 

The Pennsyivania team, ff the authorities 
are able to obtain its full strength, will in 
all probability succeed in winning a ma- 
jority of the events both in England and at 


ris. 
out of each other before the flames cou.d Paris 


As most all of those who will compose 
the teem this year will be men who were 
members of the Penneylyania team during 
the past three years, it is interesting to 
consider the showing of this team during 
that period in the Intercollegiate cham- 
pionships and in other open games. 


In the last championships Pennsylvania 
scored nine first places out of the 13 events, 
three geecond places, one third and one 
fourth, with a total of 57 points. Harvard 
was second. with one first, four seconds, 
five thirds and one fourth, a total of 2 
points. Yale was third, with one first, two 
seconds, three thirds and three fourths, 
Pennsylvania’s points, 
therefore, equaled more than the total of 
Yale and Marvard combined, and when it Is 
considered that in the 24 years of the in- 
tercoilegiate championships Harvard, who 
has scored .the greatest number of points, 
as made about 600, Pennsylvania in two 
years as scored 110 points, one-sixt as many 
as Harvard in te entire @# years, te 
strength of the Pennsylvania team has 
been remarkable. Of the 14 intercoi.egiate 
records Pennsylvania now holds the follow- 
ing: 

Mile run, C. W. Orton, 4m. 23 2-5s:; two 
mile run, Alexander Grant,-10m, 3 2-5s8.; 
righ jump, J. D. Wineor, 6 feet 3 inches; 
putth the shot, J. C. MeCracken, 43 feet 
8l4 inches; throwing the hammer, J. C. Mc- 
Cracken, 149 feet 5 Imches; 120-yard hurdle, 
A. C. Kraeuzijein, 15 1-5s., which is also an 
American and wor 4's record; 220-yard hur- 
dle, A. C. Kraenzlein, 2 3-5s.; mile walk, 
W. B. Fetterman, 6m. 45 2-is.; running 
broad jump, A. C, Kraenzlein, 4 feet 45 
inches, which is also both the American 
arg the world’s record. Alex Grant has won 
the’ national five-miie championship, 27m. 
34 4-5s. Mr. Tewkesbury has equaled the 
world’s record in the 22-yard run, 21 1-5s. 
Mr. Kraenziein only recently, with but two 
weeks’ training, made a new indoor world’s 
record in the 12-yard hurdle in 15 1-65s. 
Mr. Grant has also during the past year 
run the two-mile in 9m. o3s., the mile in 
4m. 28s, and last year was the amateur 
championship in both the one-mile and 
five-mile runs, ard held the two-mile in- 
+ ay eee nett which he won in 10m. 


During the past three years Pennsylva- 
nta has won 22 first places in the intercol- 
legiate championships to Harvard's two 
and Yale's five. The fall and winter prac- 
tice of the candidates for the track team 
while the point winners have been held 
back in their work owing to the long sea- 
son ahead of ‘them, has clearly demon- 
Strated that the form, both of these men 
and of the new aepirants for interoollegi- 
ate honors, is better than ever before. 
Mr. McCracken has taken up discus throw- 
ing, as it is one of the events in the 
rag games, and has succeeded, in 
practice extending over only about two 
weeks, witn the weather conditions very 
much against the game, in bettering all 
previous secords by nearly 10 feet. His 
work with the hammer and shot, as is 
also Mr. Hare's, is very much ahead of 
the form shown by either of them in pre- 
vious years. There are also a number of 
new sprinters, middle distance and distince 
runners, as well as hurdlers, who will in 
all probability show resulte nearly equal to 
the work of the champions in the past few 
years’ games. Mr. McClain, in the 100- 
yard dasa; Mr. Drumnel er, in the quarter 
and half-mile runs; Bowen, Stuart, Baillie 
and Bushnell, in the mile and two-mile runs, 
are very nearly equal, and should be able 
in a month or so to give Grant hard races 
in these events. Remington and Howard, 
in the hurdies, are to-day ag good as the 
intercollegiate champions of three years 
ago, and probably the equal of any except 
Mr. Kraenzlein. This list does not in- 
clude a umber of other men who have 
only recently commenced training, but 
who may, from showing so far made, in a 
onth’s time equal the performances of those 
entioned. With such material, and with the 
support and encouragement of the alumni 
and undergraduates, it is confidently ex- 
pected that the team from Penfsylvania 
will in a competition with the best in En- 
giand and abroad show performances and a 
record almost as good as they have estab- 
lished fn their championships in this coun- 
try. To win world’s championships is a dis- 
tinction only afforded every four vears by 
the Olympian games, and, therefore. one 
which shou d not be missed by the Pennsyl- 
vania autorities this year,

In | 
urging the passage of this ordinance we 
are simply following the precedent estab- 
lished in other cities where water filtration 
has been introduced. In: attending this 
meeting it is merely our intention to Iindi- 
cate to you the intense interest we take in 
the ordinance. We wish to assure the com- 
mittee that we have no axes to grind, and 
that we will extend to them and to the offi- 
clals having charge of the matter our full- 
est co-operation in carrying into execution 
a project that will be of inestimable value 
to the citizens, IindividuaWy and collective- 
ty. It is unnecessary for me to dwell upon 
the desirability of this proposition, and I 
am confident that any arguments I might 
present have already had your attention, 
and that you will unhesitatingly add the 
force of your recommendations to the pro- 
posed legislation.”
